On Wednesday, August ;', I968 at approximately lliOO a.m., I received a telephone 
csll at wy residence fron nobby > tarsia, tie informed :•» that the Assistant 
Uiatriot Attorney and another mail nawd Bethel were muting to Interview as con- 
cerning events at the tine of the President' • assassination. I stated that I 
did not want to talk to these nen, that I had nothing to say to them, nor did I 
feel wall enough to talk with anyone. I told bin I definitely did not have any- 
thing to relate concerning the assassination. At hie insiatenee however, I 
agreed to let then eorae to sty home. 

f.t liOO r.m. they arrived at ay residence. They wanted to interview em on 
events that took place at ealey Plaza. Tbsy questioned Be on the directions 
of the shots - where I though they originated from. They also asked if I saw 
Bobby Hargia after the shooting. I replied that 1 did not know where the shots 
were coming from, nor had I remeabered particularly seeing Hargia after the shots 
were fired. 

These Kien wanted to make a taped reeord of aqr statements. I refused to do thlu. 
I Informed then that anything I had said was en file with the arren Coamisalen 
and that I had absolutely no consents to asks to then. 

Thai alas asked me if I was surprised when the motorcade turned from Main street 
onto Houston Street, ay only reply was "No". Tttsy said tbsy wanted -ae to oome 
to New Orleans to testify but I told them I would not corae unless a subpoena 
made it mandatory that 1 appear. 

They further asked if the Poliee Department here had questioned ae about ths 
assassination. To this I replied that anything concerning the Dallas Police De- 
partment could be answered by eontaoting Chief Batchelor. 

fhese «en concluded their visit in approximately ten minutes from t!ie ti e they 
arrived.
